Murdering a Stepfather. 

Merropouis, I!I., Nov. 25, 1867. 

Crime is in our midst, even here in Egypt, and as you 
are the only medium through which it can be made known 
to the world, and as our papers ‘have failed to make it 
known only as a kind of every-day occurrence, I though it 
nothing more than justice to give you a short account of 
one of the most diabolical murders that has ever occurred 
in our midst. 

About the 16th of last month a man by the name of A’. 
Minge murdered his stepfather in the upper end of this 
county under the following circumstances ;: It secms there 
had been some wrangling in the family for some time, 
which at last caused a separation betwesn the stepson’s 
mother and his stepfather (whose name was John Cuilier.) 
However, before tlie separation took place, il seems thoy 
attempted to poison him, but failed, and being foiled in 
this, it seoms they concocted another plan by which they 
completed their work of death. Collier was a cooper by 
trade, and had a shop in the little village of Unionville, 
where he lived, and it seems had to carry water from 
a spring about half a mile distant from the village. On 
the date before mentioned he left the shop to go to the 
spring for water, and not returning at night, his land- 
lord and the hands in the shop became uneasy for fear 
something had befallen him. Thoy set ont to hunt for 
him at dark, and were not long jn finding him near the 
spring, dead, with fourteen buckshot in his breast. It 
appears that the murderer had concealed himself behind 
a eae as Collier was returning from the spring, he 
sho! js 

Prior to the murder Minge was missing, and his mother 
represented that he had gone to Cairo, but during this 
time he had been skulking abont the ncoighborhood ; and 
a boy who was passing by heard the report of the gun, 
and saw © run across the road near Collier was, 
which leaves no room to doubt that he was the perpctra- 
tor.
